Haggerty said that the adop- 
tion of the amendment “would 
go a long way towards protect- 
ing the Teamsters from expul- 
sion from the AFL-CIO because 
it would assure the AFL-CIO 
that if guilt is finally estab- 
lished the house-cleaning would 
be automatic.” 

“Thus the amendment should 
be acceptable to officer candi- 
dates if they believe them- 
selves innocent and if they want 
to protect the Teamsters from 
expulsion if they are innocent,”

PASSES BILLS 
TO EASE SALES 


OF STATE BONDS 


Identical Measures 
Would Waive Re-

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 2— 
Identical bills to eliminate the 
present statutory requirement 
that the remainder of the $75,-

The Senate bill was passed 
this afternoon without discus- 
sion by a vote of 32 to 0 and 
sent to the House. Earlier, the 
House had passed a similar 
aneasure and sent it to the Sen- 
ate. Both measures carried 
emergency clauses, making 
them effective on signing by 
the Governor. 

Senate Majority Floor Lead- 
er Floyd R. Gibson of Inde- 
pendence said the Senate would 
approve the House measure to- 
morrow. 

He said it was unlikely the 
House leaders would be able to 
hold enough members to adopt 
the emergency clause on the 
Senate version. At least 105 
votes are required in the House 
for an emergency clause.

Circuit Attorney Thomas F, 
Eagleton said today that a rul- 
ing by the Missouri Public 
Service Commission yesterday 
“strengthens my hand” in re- 
moving telephones from estab- 
lishments believed to be operat- 
ing as handbooks. 


Although Eagleton has not 
had an opportunity to study the 
rulii.*, he said it apparently 
gives law-enforcement officials 
authority to order the tele- 
phones’ removal whenever there 
is “reasonable cause” to sus- 
| pect handbook operations. 


The commission’s ruling was 
in a test case involving Eagle- 
ton’s attempt to get four tele- 
phones removed from the 
Laurel Tobacco Shop, 5860 Del- 
mar boulevard, operater by Vic?

The telephone company noti-

One of these amendments, 


submitted by Senator Hartwell | 


G. Crain, (Rep.), St. Louis 
county, minority floor leader, 
would have provided that none 
of the bonds could be sold’ at 
“private” sale at less than par 
value, plus accrued 
from the date of issuance 
the date of delivery. 

The proposed change in the 
statute would permit private 
sale of the bonds at less than 
par value, if acceptable bids 
are not received for public sale. 
The present law authorizes pri- 
vate sale of the bonds, if bids 


received for public sale are not, 


acceptable. 

Senator Floyd R. Gibson 
(Dem.), Independence, president 
pro tem of the Senate, opposed 
the amendment, asserting he 
believed it was “ill-advised and 
would tie the hands of the 
State Board of Fund Commis- 
sioners” which has supervision 
of the sale of the bonds and 
use of the funds. 

“We are here to correct an

Expansion of the Social 
Planning Council to function as 
an over-all planning agency for 
the bi-state metropolitan area 
was advocated today by Edwin 
J. Putzell Jr., council president. 

Putzell said the concurred in 
the recommendation of the 
American Public Health Asso- 
ciation that the Social Planning 
Council should be “strength- 
ened in order more effectively 
to. fulfill its role in the grow- 

and changing welfare 


made public Sunday, urged that 
health and hospital features of 
the Social Planning Council be 
improved and that a central 
planning and research unit be 
set up to serve the bi-state area. 
Review of Needs. 

One function of the proposed 
central planning group would 
be to make a continuing review 
of hospital and medical care 
needs for metropolitan St. 
Louis, co-ordinating the activi- 
ties of various health angencies. 
Putzell said an expanded Social 
Planning Council could fulfill 
the need. 

“A community welfare coun- 
ceil,” he said, “has the difficult 
task of voluntary co-ordination 
among, and planning for, all 
agencies, hospitals and institu- 
tions in the community, both 
publie and private, United Fund 
and non-United Fund. 

“The complexity and inter- 
dependence of social and eco- 
nomic problems in a _ large 
metropolitan area, and of the 
organized services that have 
been created to meet them, re- 
quires a single, strong, capable 
and professionally staffed bi- 
state agency.” 

Agency Has Staff of 30. 

Putzell, an executive of Mon- 
santo Chemical.Co., pointed out 
that the Social Planning Coun- 
cil’s new executive director, 


members and a staff of 
30 persons, of whom 12 are 
professionals. Its budget for 
1957 was $165,000, including 
about $170,000 from the United 
Fund. 

Putzell declared the council 
should have the full support not 
only of the voluntary welfare 
agencies but of public agencies, 
effecting what he described as 
a “three way relationship” 
among the council, the United 
Fund and public or governmen- 
tal bodies.

IDAHO FALLS, Idaho, Oct. 
2 (UP) — An Atomic Energy 
Commission official disclosed | 
today that the United States 
soon will become the first na- 
tion to fuel a large nuclear 
reactor with plutonium. 


| Plutonium is the man-made 
|atomic explosive used in most 
United States nuclear weapons. 
This country has billions of dol- 
lars worth of it in its atomic 
stockpiles, produced in mam- 
mouth plants at Hanford, Wash., 
and Savannah River, S.C. 


The metal is fissionable, like 
uranium-235, but more reactive 
and efficient. Because it is a 
deadly poison and hard to man- 
age, however, engineers had 
been unable to perfect means 
of using it to fuel atomic fur- 
naces. 

Revelation that plutonium 
may now be ready to take its 
place among the world’s power 
resources was made casually in 

a speech by Louis H. Roddis Jr., 
| aonatd director of the AEC re- 
actor development division. 

Roddis spoke at ceremonies 
dedicating the new $17,200,000 
engineering test reactor at the 
AEC’s reactor testing station 
near Idaho Falls. The new re- 
actor, in which materials and 
equipment are tested to see 
how they stand up to radiation,

Of Weather, ‘Scientists Predict 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 2 (UP) | 
— Scientists predicted today 
that earth-scanning satellites of 
the future will enable man to 
master the mysteries of weath- 
er. 


These artificial moons will, 


on weather patrol high above | §° 


the planet, spot tornadoes and 
hurricanes before birth. At 
the same time they will de- 
tect clues to long-range climatic 
changes. 


The scientists dew said satel- 
lites will be able to penetrate 
atmospheric mysteries of other 
planets and, presumably, re- 
solve the riddle of whether 
earth's neighbors can support 
life of any kind. 


Even the first crude artificial 
moons will provide science-with 
a sort of television program of 
weather events seen for the 
first time from above. 


Predictions at Parley, | 
These predictions ‘were made 
by W. G. Stroud, R. Hanel, W. 
Nordberg and R. Stampfel of 
the Army Signal Engineering 
Laboratories at Fort Monmouth, 
N.J. They presented them at 
a 13-nation conference on rock- 
et and satellite programs of the 
International Geophysical Year. 
Stroud and his associates en- 
visaged circling the earth at 
2000 miles altitude. Such satel- 
lites could scan at any moment | 
in their flights around the earth 
a region almost as large as 
North America.

New Instruments. 

One of the satellites which 
this country plans to launch 
next year will carry instru- 
ments fashioned at Fort Mon- 
mouth for viewing the earth’s 
cloud cover. 4 

The “picture” 6f the earth’s 
surface thus obtained will be 
recorded in the form of signals 
on magnetic tape in the satel- 
lite. 

On command from a‘ ground 
radio station,.a transmitter in 
the satellite will switch to 
“playback.” About 50 minutes | 
of data can be so stored and 
subsequently transmitted. 

Ground receiving stations will |

New Mechanical Navigator Can 


ST.LOUIS POST-DISPATCH 


Plot Course Anywhere on Globe 


BALTIMORE, Oct. 2 ‘(AP)— 
The Air Force today told of a 
mechanical navigator which can 
plot a course anywhere on the 
globe, compute the speed and 
drift of the airplane and signal 
when the destination is reached. 

The Air Research and Devel- 
opment Command disclosed the 
details of six Doppler Radar 
self-contained aircraft naviga- 
tion systems. At the same time, 
it told about an airborne north- 
seeking gyro compass which is 
the principal component of the 
systems. 

“So accurate is the Doppler 
navigation system that after a 
1000 mile flight, an aircraft will 
arrive within a circle 12 miles 
in diameter around the destina- 
tion,” the ARDC said. 

Wide Range of Sizes. 

The six systems described 
range from a compact unit 
weighing only 110 pounds to a 
giant of 725 pounds which takes 
up 27.5 cubic feet of space. 
They have been designed for 
use in virtually any Air Force 
plane, from helicopters and 
fighters to the biggest bombers. 

They can be adapted to planes 
ranging in speed from 57 miles 
per hour to 1725 miles per hour 
and flying from the ground to 
more than 50,000 feet in alti- 
tude. 

The Doppler Radar systems 
use a principle discovered in 


_1842 by the Austrian physicist, | 


Christian Doppler. 

Signals are beamed to the 
ground where they echo back 
to a receiver on the plane. 
The difference in frequencies 


between the original signal and 
the echo is measured within the 
radar set, the ground speed is 
determined and presented on 
a dial.

Many times has the locale for 
such functions been changed. 
Back in 1915 when, says Veiled 
Prophet history, the first supper 
was given, only a selected group 
of perhaps 100 guests went to 
the old St. Louis Club. Mrs. 
Royal D. Kercheval (Jane Shap- 
leigh, who was queen that year, 
says she recalls no dancing. 
After a few years the party 
was moved to the St. Louis 
Country Club for two Octobers, 
then to the Chase for one, and 
to the Jefferson Hotel where it 
was held for the next 26 years. 


Last year it was moved again, 
this time to the Opera House of 
Kiel Auditorium, and for the 
first time the ball and supper 
were held under one roof. 


Now, by royal decree, “It is 
fitting that the royal table this 
year be set in the room named 
for my beloved far-away king- 
dom of Khorassan. I have so 
ordered it.” 


Proclamation Brochures. 


The proclamation was con- 
tained in parchment brochures, 
dted with gold cord, which 
also held the menu for 
last night’s supper and the 
names of all former queens and 
the dates of their reigns. The 
brochures were given as favors 
last night. The cover was illus- 
trated with a drawing of the 
Persian potentate and his queen 
in a lush oriental atmosphere 
by Siegfried Reinhardt. 


To Queen Carol fell the honor 
of presiding at the first Queen’s 
Supper at the Khorassan Room, 
where she captivated her au- 
dience as she had at the ball. 
She looked lovely. Ler white 
gown sparkled with jewels. Her 
arms were filled with roses so 
that her bouquet of 400 orchids, 
held at the ball, might be pre- 
served for public viewing today 
at Shaw’s Garden and at to-

The salon created for the 
Prophet’s make-believe palace 
last night was a masterpiece, 
exotic and beautiful. As the 
court entered, Russ David's 25- 
piece orchestra, on impulse, 
played “Stranger in Paradise” 
from “Kismet.” No music could 
have been more appropriate. 


The frenzied preparations of 
the past few days, the disap- 
pointments which have ensued 
at the delay in the shipment of 
decorative materials from Holly- 
wood, were forgotten. All the 
necessary boxes arrived in time 
and the room was finished well 
in advance of the guests’ ar- 
rival. 


The colors were unorthodox 
for a Veiled Prophet function, 
where traditional purple and 
gold have been used annuajly. 
There was pale moon glow, in 
satin which hung by ‘hundreds 
of syards over dark walls, and 
in filmy cloud-like wisps ruf- 
fled on the brass arms of stark 
modern chandeliers. There was 
yellow in the linen covering a 
sea of tables. 

The queen's entire domain 
was aglow with tiny lights. 
They flickered from the star- 
studded ceiling. They twinkled 
from four Persian pagodas made 
of gold lace and hung with tas- 
sels of fresh pink and red blos- 
soms and green leaves, which 
towered 18 feet above the four 
corners of the dance floor near 
the east end of the room. 

Persian Centerpieces. 

Lights blazed at the tips of

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“CENTRAL TRADES 
UNIT OK'S LOCAL 
AFL-CIO. MERGER 


» Merger of the AFL and CIO 
central labor bodies in St. Louis 
_ was ratified last night by the 

AFL Central Trades and Labor 
union. 

The merger plans will be pre- 
sented to the CIO Industrial 
Union Council next Wednesday 
vow for ratification. The unified 
group, to be known as the St. 
Louis Labor Council, AFL-CIO, 
is expected to hold -its first 
meeting Oct. 29 at Hotel Kings- 
Wav. 

The merger proposal, worked 
out by a joint committee, was 
read to Central Trades dele- 
gates and a vote taken on each 
article. Discussion, described 
as “healthy but calm,” followed 
the reading of some articles to 
which amendments were pro- 
posed. The suggestions were re- 
ferred to the joint merger com- 
mittee for consideration prior 
to next week’s CIO Council 
meeting. 

Delegates to the meeting vot- 
ed 79-33 against disciplinary ac- 
tion for failure to follow direc- 
tions of the committee on po- 
litical education, known as 
COPE. Proposed by-laws of the 
merged council provided for 
suspension or other action 
against union officers, council 
delegates and unions acting con- 
trary to COPE recommenda- 
tions. 

An amendment was _intro- 
duced by Paul Preisler, repre- 
senting the Teachers’ Union, 
stripping COPE of disciplinary 
powers. A member of the mer- 
ger committee said the amend- 


ment would be adopted “with | 


some modification.” 

The St. Louis Labor Council 
will comprise AFL and CIO un- 
ions with a total membership of 
190,000. 

William A. Webb, executive 
secretary of the Central Trades, 
will be nominated for president 
and Oscar A. Ehrhardt, secre- 
tary of the CIO Council and a 
member of the Board of Educa- 
tion, will be nominated for sec- 
retary of the new organization. 

When completed, the merger 
will be the second consolidation 
of AFL and CIO central bodies 

‘jn a major city in the United 
States. 

In addition to Webb and Ehr- 
hardt. a slate of vice presidents 
and trustees will be voted on 
at the Oet. 29 meeting. Assets 
and liabilities of both present 
councils willibe taken over by 
the new organization. 


ASSERTS SURFACE 
SHIPS CAN’T FOIL 


ATOM SUBMARINE | 


PORTLAND, England, Oct. 2) 


(UP)—The skipper of the Unit- 
ed States Navy’s atomic subma- 
rine Nautilus said yesterday that 
only a “major scientific break- 
through” can save surface 
navies from nuclear undersea 
craft in a future war. 

Comdr. William R. Anderson, 
36-year-old captain of the Nau- 
tilus, made his observation at 
a news conference at this south- 
ern England port 

The Nautilus reached Port- 
land after taking part in Oper- 
ation Strikeback, the recent 
North Atlantic Treaty Organi- 
zation exercise which tested the 
naval defenses of the eastern 
Atlantic. 

Anderson said that during the 
10 days of the exercise his un- 
dersea vessel left behind a trail 
of “damaged” and “sinking” 
capital ships. 

“In submarine warfare, the 
submarine is way ahead right 
now,” he said. “The offense is 
vastly superior to the defense.” 

The Nautilus stayed under 
water for 14 days, 13% hours 
during Strikeback.

16, will affect about 6,200 TVA 
workers employed mainly in 
Tennessee and Alabama. At the 
request of the TVA, trades and 
labor employes positions are 
not covered by this agreement. 

The commission said the pur- 
pose of the agreement is to 
“broaden employe career op- 
portunities” and to make better 
use of federal manpower.
